\Okays Budget 
Of $420,100 


“Menlo Park Fire District com- 
missioners Saturday pronounced 
themselves pleased with the con- 
dition. of the district’s personnel 


and equipment, and adopted a ten-) 


tative $420.100 budget for the com- 
ing year. 

The budget was adopted at the 
conclusion of the district’s annual 
budget hearing, at which no pro- 
tests were heard; the pronounce- 
ment concerning the district’s con 
dition followed the commission- 
ers’ annual inspection of all sta- 
tions, engines and men. 


The proposed budget must be 
approved by the San Mateo coun- 
ty board of supervisors. Some $72,- 
000 greater than the budget for 
the 1953-54 fiscal year, it envisag- 
es $40,000 to help pay the cost of 
a proposed new headquarters fire 
station. 

A station site at Middlefield 
road and Santa Monica avenue has 
already been purchased; the com- 
missioners have also set aside 
funds from the 1953-54 budget to 
aid in defraying its cost. Cost of 


the proposed station, along with! 


drill tower, classroom and other 
auxiliary facilities, is expected to 
be about $10,000. 

Architect Leslie I. Nichols of 
Atherton has been drawing plans 
for such a station. 

Besides allowing funds for the 
eventual construction of the head- 
quarters station, the proposed bud- 
get allows for a five per cent in- 
crease in the salaries of firemen. 

The budget hearing, held at 9 
a. m. before the inspection, drew 
no protesting citizens. Budget pro- 
posals were published several 
weeks ago, as the commissioners 
set the hearing.

Mayor Belangie said it. “This is stupid,” he said. 

Other councilmen said it, and so did the city officials. 

But we want to say it, too. 

The Army’s assertion that location of an armory between the 
civic center and Alma street is unacceptable because of the dis- 
turbance from the Southern Pacific railroad tracks and the ma- 
chinery of Peninsula Building Materials company is the largest, 
most full-blown, glorified, incomparable and incomprehensible 
load of assininity we ever have been privileged to gaze upon. 

A part of the same package is their assertion that the property 
is of “secondary” value. 

All this arises out of the fair and reasonable offer of the city 
to trade land in the civic center area as a site for the 6th Army's 
proposed Menlo Park armory, instead of having the building on 
the property in Stanford Village that the Army has glommed onto. 

The city has pointed out that location of the armory on the 
proposed Ravenswood avenue site would be detrimental to de- 
velopment of the professional and administrative zoning of which 
the city is so proud and for which the land is officially designated. 

The city has pointed out that location of the armory six blocks 
from the National Guard armory, for which land already is set 
aside in the civic center area, makes much less*sense than to put 
them side by side. 

The city has pointed out that putting the ammory where the 
Army wants it would keep valuable property off the tas 
That would mean money out of the pocket of every taxpayer in 
the city. 

The Army’s assertion that the property offered by the city 
is “secondary” is not only ridiculous but is refuted by the federal 
government itself, which hung on that area of the Army's own 
former Dibble hospital land the highest price tag of all at the 
time the city purchased the civic center property in 1947. 

If the Ravenswood avenue site is now more valuable than 
the other, the fact is due only to the foresighted zoning actions 
of the City of Menlo Park, not to anything ever done by the 
federal government. And if the civic center was good, high-priced 
land in 1947, it certainly has not deteriorated in value. 

But that flimsy argument is the last one the Army thought 
up to explain why it wants to reject the logic put forward in the 
city’s proposal. 

The first reason they thought up was that the city-proposed 
site was too near the railroad tracks. It would be too noisy, And 
Peninsula Building Materials would be too noisy, too. 

As Councilman William Lawson points out, Central school 
got along all right beside the railroad. 

As Mayor Belangie points out, he bought a home that backs 
right up to the railroad tracks. 

As we would like to point out, the Mento Park RECORDER is 
nearer Peninsula Building Materials than the armory would be, 
and we don’t mind at all. 

If the reasons advanced are sufficient to lead the military into 
violating the rights and flouting the laws of a community, we might 
as well turn the country over to them now. 

In our experience, any drill sergeant who can't shout down 
the Southern Pacific ought to be in another business.

More About School Needs: 


Reasons for Setting 
Lead Maximum Give 


By PHYLLIS WALKER 
This is the second in a series 

of articles dealing with the high 
school problem as it relates to 
California schools and particu- 
larly to the Sequoia Union High 
School. District. Last week we 
we told of a meeting with state 
school housing officials with re- 
presentatives from this area to 
discuss pupil loads and size of 
school plants. One of the first 
questions asked was as to the 
recommended number of pupils 
to a high school. The second dis- 
cussed was that of the size of 
the physical plant. This week 
we are printing Charles Gibson’s 
report. Dr. Gibson is director of 
the division of secondary educa- 
tion, California State Depart- 
ment of Education: 
WHAT SHOULD THE MAXI. 
MUM ENROLLMENT BE ON A 
HIGH SCHOOL SITE? 

1. A schoo] unit should be large 
enough to include an area equiv- 
alent to a well-identified com- 


tain amount of face-to-face rela- 
tions and interests in common. 
Some union high school districts 
which embrace more than one 
community have found it desira- 
a second, 
a third or more schools, each serv- 
ing a different community of peo- 
ple within the district. Where 
community needs have not been 
adequately provided for on this 
basis, some communities have] 
withdrawn in order to have their 
own high school. 

2. Many years ago,! wrote a mas 
ter’s thesis on factors affecttng the 
popularization of high schools inj 
our 48 states. My theory, and that 
of my major adviser was that 
states with large high schools 
should have greater holding pow- 
er on youngsters because of the 
broader curriculum opportunities 
they could provide. However, that 
was not what the study found. Ra- 
thev, states with small high schools 
had the greater holding power. 
and nat because smaller high 
schools were better but because 
small schools were closer to the 
needs and interests of their respec- 
tive communities which most large 
schools were not because so many 
of them drew thetr students from 
several communities in order to 
become large. 

3. By experience, teachers have 
come to the conclusion that the 
large school has certain irremedi- 
able disadvantages. One of these 


This makes it difficult | 
for students and staff to know one} 
another intimately enough for the} 
creation of an adequate sense of 
which is so necessary 
for a unified school. 

4. Many students are overyhelm-| 
ed by the size and complexity of |

the school is thwarted in its ef- 
forts to teach self-reliance and a 
sense of responsibility. 

5. Many thoughtful teachers 
agree that the efficiency of their 
services depends in considerable 
measure upon close relationships 
between home and school. They 
feel that the very size of the large 
school curtails close understand- 
ing and cooperation between 
schoo] and home. Moreover, very 
large schools tend to involve sev- 
eral communities different in char- 
acter and educational needs. 

6. Community centered 
schools are able to carry on a 
better adult education program. 

7. Coordination of the instruc- 
tional program becomes most dif- 
ficult in a very large high school. 
instructional departments in such 
a high school tend to become more 
and more self-contained and de- 
sirable integration between speci- 
alized subject matter fields be- 
comes less and less. 

8. The compulsory physical edu- 
cation program runs into teacher 
station-space problems on a limit- 
ed site with a high school enroll- 
ment of 3600 pupils. Such a high 
school operating on a six period 
day would need to provide teach- 
ing space for aS many as seven! 
hundred (700) pupils in one peri-} 
io. 

BREAKDOWN 

This sized group, broken down 
into class sizes of thirty-five pu- 
pils each, would require twenty 
physical education teachers and 
twenty teaching stations. Shower’ | 
and locker facilities would need) 
to be provided to care for this peak 
pericd of 700 pupils. 

9. Although the needs of each 
high school program should. be 
translated into site needs by the 
Space Adequacy Survey and a 
Master Plot Plan, current practice 
in California is to provide a for- 
ty (40) acre site of usable land for 
u high school enrollment of 2000 
pupils. 

10. Large schools tend to deny 
many pupils the opportunity to 
participate in student government | 
and other student activities. | 

11. Student traffic congestion | 
becomes a major problem in 
large high schools, particularly | 
those having multi-storied build- 
ings. 

12. The problems of congestion 
of such service facilities as librar- 
ies, cafeterias, toilets, etc., become 
a serious problem even with stag- 
gered schedules.

Algerian lvies Prove 


Unsighily Fences, Providing Background | 


(Terry Lee, Recorder gardea 
columnist, is out of the city this 
week. In her absence, the follow- 
ing article, prepared by the Bed- 
ding Plant Advisory board, is 
substituted —Ed.) 


Few things can detract more 
from the appearance of a garden 
than a weather-beaten fence. Few 
things present a more pleasing 
vista than a garden backdropped 
by a fence covered with honeysuc 
kle or lush green Algerian ivy. 


The ivy family is particularly 
suited for this purpose and is well 
recommended for fence covering. 
The Algerian ivies, both the green 
and the variegated forms with 
their large glossy leaves and fast 
lush growth, make rapid cover and 
show. well for years on end. 


For smaller leaved texture the 


green Hahn’s ivy is often used but, 


it tends to coarsen in full sun ex 
posure. Planted so that it is shel- 
tered, the growth of Hahn’s ivy is 
also lush and green. 

For a slower growth and with 
some need for training until es- 
tablished, there are many fine 
leaved ivies, such as Needle- 
Point, Pin Oak, Merion Beauty 
and Maple Queen in the green 
form and Jubilee and Glacier in 
the variegated form that will 
present a filagree pattern on a 
fence background. 


Because of the small leaf size 


and the comparatively slow growth | 


of the last group mentioned they 
should not be used if a dense full 


growth of leaves is desired within | 


a short period of time. 


Ivy geranium is also useful for) 


fence covering. With this plant, 


leaves and flower are both points; 


of interest but more work is re 
quired as the plants must be train- 
ed and tied and then pruned at re- 
gular intervals. Another plant that | 
yields both leaf texture and an 
abundance of flowers is the Hall's 
Honeysuckle. 

RAPID GROWING 

This rapid growing plant will 
make one of the fastest fence cov- 
ers available and will bloom 
through most of the year. 

The flower is a cream yellow 
and is sweet scented. 

Many of the annual and peren- 
nials grown in nursery flats are 
useful as temporary screens for 
an unsightly fence. 

Plants to use with this pur- 
pose in mind would include cos- 
mos, delphinium, hollyhock, 
margarites, African marigolds, 
tithonia and zinnias. 

The main peint is that any fence 
whether new or old, whether tidy 


or in a state of disrepair will show | 


to better advantage with a good 
selection of plant material grow 
ing along it or in conjunction with 
it.
